MOSCOW, Oct. 3.—Dr. Nicholas Zemassko, Soviet commis- 
sar of health, has issued an edict against kissing, which, he con- 
tends, is one of the most potent means of spreading disease. 

The new order, if observed, will fall hard on the Russian 
peasantry, who are in the habit of kissing one another, nct only 
on the lips, but three times on each cheek in salutation. Dr. Ze- 
massko is also opposed to the kissing of ladies’ hands by men, a 
national custom in Russia. Not only is this unhygienic, he says, 
but it is a practice of the bourgeoisie which has no place in a pro- 
letarian republic. 

Hand-shaking has been prohibited in many departments of 
the gcvernment and signs are appearing warning employes that 
the practice frequently results in communication of disease. The 
conventional salute, hand from forehead, is suggested as a safer 
greeting. 

As a further health measure, the doctor advocates a ban 
on smoking, urging tobacco users to substitute candy.

Dr. Patterson Says Men Would Be 
Arrested for Indecency Wearing as 
Most Women 


T was in the far interior of the United Prov- 

{neces of India on a terrifically hot Sunday 

afternoon. The sun poured down ffrom ar 
cloudless sky of such brilliance as has never been 
seen in Canada, stifling all activity of any kind. 
Svuarcely a native or even a dog stirred on the 
streets, so languid did that intense tropical heat 
make them feel. Inside the houses the effect 
was the same except in a smal! bungslow-like 
hospital proudly showing the red cross. Here a 
young lady doctor in spotiess white moved noise- 
lessly “about easing a suffering patient here or 
cooling an aching bead there. 

Over the bedside of one young mother the 
jiady doctor hesitated. The grim reaper had al- 
most claimed the occupant of that unblemished 
cot; another hour without scientific medical aid 
and the tiny bundle of humanity beside her 
would have cried in vain for his mother. Even 
yet the fate of the sleeping girl is still in the 
hands of the doctor-nurse from Canada, 


It is a bitter, cold aay in mid-January. The 
vind sweeps and howls about Toronto's city hall 
as if in mocking challenge for all those within to 
come and face its bitter blasts. The patrol 
wagon of the police department draws up to a 
side door, and, from its chilly interior, seven 
sad-looking women follow a constable into the 
building. As if in joyous relief from the piere- 
ing cold without, they troop into the women’s 
courtroom and seat themselves expectantly on 
the unpadded benches. On the magistrate’s dais, 
enshrouded in a black legal gown, is Dr. Mar- 
garet Patterson, first woman police magistrate 
oi the province of Ontario. 

The first prisonsr is a thin, pale, young 
woman who admits having sold her womanhood 
tu buy food for a hungry and scantily clad little 
boy. If mother goes to jal) the little fellow will 
cry in vain. Her fate, like that of the stricken 
Iadian woman, is in the hands of Dr. Margaret 
Patterson, because the white clothed doctor of 
the Allahabad hospital and the black-gowned 
magistrate of Toronto’s women's court are the 
selfsame individuals. 

For her work amongst the natives of the 
United Provinces during a severe outbreak of 
the dread bubonic plague Dr. Patterson was 
decorated by the King with the Kaisar-I-Hind 
medal, “for public service in India,” and in the 
same emotionally-torn country she met, and, 
later, married, Professor Jolin Patterson, of the 
University of Allahabad. 

For her public work in Canada Dr, Patterson 
has figuratively received every known civil de- 
coration. She sits on the boards or directorates 
of almost all charity drives, and seldom a day 
goes by that she is not invited to be guest of 
honor or patroness at some public or social 


function.

To-day this capital cf the far north, which is 
just beginnin.; to be known to Canadians, is a 
busy little centre. It is the only town inside the 
Arctic circle which boasts 100 yards of sidewalk. 
Here are two missions, the Anglican and the 
Roman Catholic; and here the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police have a barracks and all courts 
sit. Ordinarily about 150 people, the village 
takes on the bustle of a metropolis when the 
Eskimos come in with white fox skins to barter. 
Mr. Eckhardt pays a tribute to their integrity. 
Sometimes they receive credit for goods even to

Adventuring 
ever since he was one of the first in the gold 
rush to the Klondike, Mr. Eckhardt is still going 
strong.

Miracle Man of New Zealand 
“Cures” People All Over World 


Ratana, Man of Mystery, Hopes to Nikiverate Maori Race 


—Holds Himself Aloof 


From White People, None of Which, Except Newspaper Men, are 
Allowed to Enter His Village—May Come to Canada 


“MIRACLE MAN” has arisen among the 
A Maoris of New Zealand, And another 
racial movement is in progress among tho 
conquered races of the British Empire. 

In a shoddy Walthamstow suburb of London, 

behind a shabby Y.M.C.A, building, at the present 

time, is a long tin hut which houses forty 
Maoris of the Ratana concert party and divine 
healing mission of New Zealand that may 
eventually reach Canada. Within this hut is 
the mysterious Tahu Wiremu Ratana, the leader 
of the mission, who is refusing to let himself 
be seen, just as he has kept aloof from the white 
men in far-off New Zealand. 

From the beginning Ratana has built up a 
legend of mystery and aloofness. Stories of his 
“cures” began to spread through the country 
in 1920, and white people began to apply to him 
for help. Replies to their letters instiucied them 
how to pray for healing, promising that Ratana 
would also pray for them. Some of them who 
sald that they were “cured” sent him large sums 
of money. Much to their surprise, they found it 
returned to them a few days iater, 


was one of the prominent de- 


good looking, 
butantes of the past season. 

This is not the first time the names of one 
of the Buccleuch daughters has been connected 


with British royalty. For some time previous to 
her marriage to Lieut. Charles Phipps in 1919 it 
was strongly rumored that his wife, formerly 
Lady Sybil Seott, second daughter of the Duke 
and Duchess of Buccleuch, would become engag- 
ed to the Prince of Wales, But that report shar- 
ed the fate of all previous and subsequent ru- 
mors of that kind. 

Lady Mary's brother, Lord William Scott, is 
in the same regiment, the 19th Hussars, with 
Prince Henry, and a great personal friendship 
exists between them. 


“Ratana accepts no fees,” saya his secretary, 
“excepting small amounts sent to him to prepay 
postage on replies to letters, which on 600 letters 
a day would cost us heavily.” 

No white men, except newapapermen, have 
ever been admitted to his village, not even peopl» 
who have come to thank him, 


Through a miracle of faith Ratana is sald to 
have begun his career as a healer, 

In 1918 Ratana was a prosperous Maorl home 
steader on the north island, He owned 600 
acres on the downs, about 125 miles from Wel 
lington, His grandfather was a chief of local! 
distinction, a convert to Anglicanism, Ratana 
himself married into a Maori Pres byterian 
church, and has seven children. 


Shortly after the war ended, the Maoris were 
swept by an influenza epidemic and Ratana was 
one of its victims, It is said to have left him 
stone deaf, Deprived of his hearing, he turned 
to reading, and what happened next may be r¢ 
lated in his own words: “I began by reading the 
New Testament,” he wrote shortly afterward 
“I came to the passage where the centurion ap 
pealed to Jesus to heal his servant, who was at 
the point of death. Jesus commended this man’s 
great faith. He healed the sick servant while 
he spoke; 

He began by fasting and praying for six days 
and at the end his hearing is said to have r 
turned. Thereafter he began an attempt te heal 
other Maori victims of the epidemic. 

“There are hundreds of stories about these 
early ‘cures’ among his own people,” says Clair 
Price, who interviewed him, in the New York 
Times magazine, “and it is impossible (for this 
writer, at any rate) to make any atlempt et a 
sifting out of the true fromm the false. Here is a 
sample of the many stories which are told of 
this early period: A Maori woman who had been 
left blind by the epidemic came to him, He told 
her to have faith ‘in the one God’ and to confess 
her sins, ‘not to me but in prayer.’ Then he 
passed his hat over her eyes and took it away. 
“What do you see?” “! sce a little light.’ He 
passed his hat over her eyes again: ‘What do 
you see now?’ ‘A few objects dimly.” ‘Go home 
now, aid Lomorrow your sight will come back to 
you.’ It is said that it did, 

European Christian bodies in New Zealand 
who have investigated his work have sent resolu- 
tions of greeting to him for the great moral 
and spiritual revival resulting from his work 
among the Maoris. 

Almost like Gandhi to thousands of natives 
in India is Ratane to the Maeris, although he is 
loyal to British institutions, 

But more than a moral revival ia the move- 
ment he has begun, He aims at nothing less 
than the revival of his race. He has lifted the 
Maori birthrate by 60 per cent, Through his 
influence the Maor! population has increased 
from 47,100 to 62,000 in the last six years. He 
has put before his race a “covenant” whose sig- 
natories pledge themselves to faith in Christi. 
anity, to the renunc’ation of idolatrcus tohunga- 
ism, to baptism, to fidelity in marriage, to the 
better care of children, to prayer for the devas 
tating liquor business which has almost ruined 
the aboriginal race. 
glimpses of Ratana bimgelf as he traveled from 
village to village among his own people say that 
his is an athletic rather than an ascetic figure, 
that his thiek black hair is wel. sprinkled with 
grey, that he dresses in Kuropean clothing of 
blie serge, that he is invariably seen leading one 
of his little sons by the hand, that exce,t for his 
bronzed complexion and his incessant smile he 
resembles a prosperous English country gentle 
man, and that he is easily the most important 
ligure in the dominion to-dey.
